Be 
carefu l In w orking in the 
bord ers 
not to inju re the new grow th that 
is com ing u p. In m any cases it is 
b etter to rem ov e refu se w ith a fork 
ra the r than rake It off. In the hard y 
bord er there are frequ ently 
m any 
self-sow n seed lings tha t one d oes 
not wish to Inju re. As soon a s these 
are large enou gh to mov e they m ay 
be transplanted . 
Do not rak e the leav es from the 
shru bbery bord ers. They 
m ake 
a 
natu ral m u lch and rot qu ickly , a d d ­ 
ing their b it of hu m as to the soil. 
As a general ru le it is not necessary 
to d o any cu ltiv ating 
arou nd 
the 
shru bs. A good m u lch is m u ch b e t­ 
ter, keeps the soil cool and pro­ 
tects the fine rootlets tha t a re near 
the su rface. 
Use Rake C au tiou sly 
If y ou r law n w as not allow ed to 
grow too long in the fall It is better 
not to rake it sev erely in the spring. 
It m ay seem to m ake it look b e t­ 
ter, bu t if y ou are try ing to grow 
a good lawn, the appearance early 
in the spring is not as im portant as 
the fact tha t the m at of gra ss left 
from w inter acts as a m u lch 
and 
helps to keep the soil from d ry ing 
ou t. Too, in cu tting the law n it Is 
better not to rem ov e the clippings. 

If y ou 
m u st rake y ou r lawn, u se a rake of 
w ire or wood ra the r than a n iron 
gard en rake. 
Get a t the weed s early in

bord ers and flow er bed s. They m ake

m onths, and if y ou clean them ou t 
a t once y ou will not be trou bled 
w ith them later. Do not bu rn ov er 
the bed s, bord ers or law n as

gard eners d o. T his d estroy s m u ch 
m aterial tha t will help to bu ild u p 
the soil. I t is not a natu ral m ethod . 
In all ou r gard ening, we m u st try 
to w ork w ith natu re, and if we d o 
natu re w ill cooperate w ith u s.

Churches hav e o ften discip lined 
their members. 
They have set up 
decrees o f ex co mmunicatio n or ex ­ 
pulsio n upo n various grounds. We 
may remember that in C hrist’s own 
time he came upo n a man who 
had been put o ut o f the sy na­ 
go gue, 
but 
Jesus reminded 
this 
man that tho ugh they might ex p el 
him fro m the sy nagogue nobody 
co uld put him o ut o f the Kingdom 
o f Heav en. 
Oftentimes it is not 
the worst 
but the best men who have been 
thrust o ut fro m some church or­ 
ganizatio n. 
Paul sp oke of himself 
as wo rshiping the God of his fa ­ 
thers "after the way that 
men 
called heresy ," and the man whom 
his religio us neighbors have re­ 
garded as a heretic has often been 
in reality a man 
near 
to 
God, 
who se ideals hav e ultim ately tri­ 
umphed. 
All these things sho uld be borne 
In mind In o ur discussio n of the 
Christian Church and Its relation 
to the Kingdo m o f Go d. We are 
v ery much dispo sed to take things 
just as they are o r at their p ro­ 
fessed v alue and to think o f the 
Church as co nsisting in great and 
fo rmidable o rganizatio n. 
At present the minds 
o f many 
men are deeply co ncerned with the 
po ssibility o f bringing all churches 
into o ne great o rganizatio n. Prob­ 
ably that is a wo rthy ideal, but 
Is It no t mo re impo rtant to bring 
into the mo dern religio us life the 
unified spirit o f lo v e and 
good 
will? 
Wo uld o ur so -called sectarianism 
be such a serio us thing were It 
no t characterized by narrowness 
and bitterness o f spirit? If we 
lo ve o ne ano ther In the name of 
Christ and in the sp irit of Christ, 
wo uld no t o ur diversity take on a 
new meaning and a certain value? 
Wo uld we no t be glad to recognize 
the liberty o f o ur fellows to w or­ 
ship Go d and fo llo w Christ In their 
o wn way ? 
It is the sp irit that 
makes the Church, no t Its outward 
autho rity and its organization. 
Great Po tentiality 
Thus it is that Jesus rep resents 


the Kingdom of God as growing 
from within. 
It is as a mustard 
seed bearing the strange germ of 
life, 
tiny but with the Inherent 
cap acity of becoming a great tree- 
Every thing In the New Testam ent 
emp hasizes 
the 
qualty 
of 
the 
Church as growing from within. In 
the 
very 
organization 
of 
the 
Church emp hasis is laid up on Its 
sp irit. 
The leaders of the Church, Its 
ex ternal authorities, are its ap os­ 
tles, its p rop hets, its evangelists 
its 
p astors, 
and teachers, 
living 
and working in the sp irit of Christ. 
It is a 
very notable ex p ression 
th at Paul uses concerning the la­ 
bor of such workers In the Church. 
They are “building up the body of 
Christ," and this building up of 
the 
body 
of 
Christ 
p roceeds 
through the p ower of love. 
The Church grows only by the 
same method and p ower by which 
the individual Christian grows. It 
is a growth in grace and in the 
knowledge of Christ. 
The end and 
ideal of this growth is p erfection 
the p erfecting of the individual 
through the p ower of the Church 
and the p erfecting of the Church 
through the devotion of its mem­ 
bers. 
The ideal is the attaining "unto 
the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto 
a fullgrown man, unto the meas­ 
ure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ." 
This ideal is identical 
with the Kingdom of God, for what 
s the Kingdom of God other than 
the rule of God in the hearts and 
relationship s of all of his chil­ 
dren?

herdsman kneels by his flocks

evening devotions. Finally when de­ 
votions are over, the herdsman liv­ 
ing on the highest ridge again calls, 
"Good-night! Good-night!" and this 
call is in turn carried down 
the 
mountainside, and with 
this 
last 
thought of gratitude and p raise for 
their Maker, the 
herdsmen

personages as Secretary of Navy 
C urtis D. W ilbur offered as judge 
of th# ninth California circuit and 
form er Senator Irvin L. 
Lenroot, 
W isconsin, named to be judge of 
the U nited States court of customs 
appeals. 
Groups of senators 
have 
been 
aroused a t the naming of six new 
federal judges under the bill which 
finally passed congress only a few 
hours before. If the leaders 
carry 
out their plan of ignoring the nom­ 
inations, 
President-elect 
Hoover 
will have the pleasure of doling out 
these offices to other parties. 
In m atters 
of legislation 
both 
houses are further ahead w ith their 
business than any short 
sessions 
have been in closing hours during 
recent years. The bill continuing the 
life of the radio commission was 
forced through the senate last night 
after a nine hour filibuster by Sen­ 
ato r 
Copeland, 
Democrat, 
New 
York. Copeland secured adoption of 
an am endm ent which provides the 
commission will function only until 
December 31, next. 
Before recessing Shortly before l l 
p. rn. the senate also adopted house 
am endm ents to the Edge resolution 
authorising a $160,000 survey of the 
N icaraguan canal.

It is declared by the few' who have 
seen the array of citations, that 
every country of the allied forces, 
had don© honor to this one young 
American, and even Marshal Foch’s 
own Individual m edal that he had 
cast for deeds of bravery coming 
under his direct attention, found 
its way to America some two years 
ago, and was pinned on Jack Fish­ 
er's breast. 
Finally came the final engage 
ment of the war for him. In the 
advance with a party of sharp­ 
shooters, he felt the terrific force 
of the German shell fire, and fell, 
with one leg shattered by shrap­ 
nel. He lay unconscious for hours, 
ar»d while In th at condition was 
gassed. Even then Fate declared he 
had not had enough. After he Jiad 
lain, wounded and gassed, for 4f 
hours, one of

co hospital he struggled back to a 
semblance of health, and took some

cisco Examiner turned his atten­ 
tion towards newspaper work, and 
when he later returned to the home 
of his parents in this city, what 
more natural than th at he should 
become identified with the Santa 
Ana Register.

in the first article of a series on 
"Planning and Planting for Spring” 
which ho has written for Tho Re­ 
gister and NEA 8ervic*.

For NEA Service 
T here Is a n atu ra l urge to clean 
up tho place in the spring and it Is 
all rig h t to do so provided we know 
w hat to do and w hat to leave u n ­ 
done. Both are im p o rta n t T he w in­ 
ter alw ays leaves a certain am ount 
of refuse around and in th e flow er 
borders th ere is generally m ore or 
less dead m aterial from last year. 
All of this m ust be cleaned out. Be 
careful in w orking in th e 
borders 
not to in ju re tho new grow th th a t 
is coming up. In m any cases It Is 
b etter to rem ove refuse w ith a fork 
ra th e r than rake it off. In th e hardy 
herder there are frequently 
m any 
self-sow n seedlings th at one does 
n o t wish to injure. As soon as these 
are large enough to move they m ay 
be transplanted. 
Do not ra k e th e leaves from th e 
shrubbery borders. They 
m ake 
a 
n atu ral m ulch and ro t quickly, a d d ­ 
ing their b it of hum as to the soil. 
As a general rule it is not necessary 
to do any cu ltivating around 
the 
shrubs. A good m ulch is m uch b e t­ 
ter, keeps th e soil cool and pro­ 
tects the fine rootlets th a t are n e ar 
the surface. 
Use Rake Cautiously 
If your law n w as not allowed to 
grow too long in the fall it is better 
not to rake it severely in the spring. 
It m ay seem to m ake it look b et­ 
ter, but lf you are try in g to grow 
a good lawn, the appearance early 
in the spring is not as im portant as 
the fact th at the m at of g rass left 
from w inter acts a s a m ulch and 
helps to keep th e soil from drying 
out. Too, in cu ttin g the law n it is 
better not to rem ove the clippings. 
They also add to th e mulch. I * you 
m ust rake your law n, use a rake of 
w ire or wood ra th e r than an iron 
garden rake. 
Get a t the w eeds early 
In your 
borders and flow er beds. T hey m ake 
vigorous 
grow th 
In 
the 
spring 
m onths, and if you clean them out 
a t once you will not be troubled 
w ith them later. Do not burn over 
the beds, borders or law n as 
som e 
gardeners do. T his destroys m uch 
m aterial th a t will help to build up 
the soil. It is not a natural m ethod. 
In all our gardening, we m ust try 
to w ork w ith nature, and lf we do 
n a tu re w ill cooperate w ith us.

reminded

Paul spoke of him self

leads for stories. T he editor’s ap ­

Secondly, carefully distinguish be­ 
tween church and particularly de­ 
nom inational "propaganda” and real 
significant news. There Is an 
un­ 
conscious tendency for self adver­ 
tising or for self praise In much of 
the copy sent to newspapers. Sig n i­ 
ficant news must be interesting to 
the m ajority of newspaper readers 
and m ust have real new s 
value— 
som ething out of the ordinary with 
real merit.. 
Thirdly, follow new s­ 
paper 
technique 
in 
w riting 
a 
"story” that will call for the m ini­ 
mum amount of editorial revision, 
so well written that the editor will 
say, “I can’t cut your stories w ith­ 
out ruining them.” T he technique of 
the newspaper has to do w ith style 
of writing, spelling, m ethods of ab- 
brevating titles, conciseness of la n ­ 
guage, absence of com parisons and 
superlatives having indirect reflec­ 
tion* and arrangem ent of facts.

ll eras with clenched hands and swollen throats 
that the member» of The Register staff went about 
their work today. 
Grief was theirs because the end had come for 
Jack. 
And this same grief reaches into many hearts 
today, not so much because death has removed 
from among us a tragic figure of the World War, 
s hero of heroes, but because .the cheerful, opti­ 
mistic boy and man we knew and loved has gone 


SB. 
Quiet, unobtrusive, unassuming, yet every ounce 
of him a fighting American, he was. There came 
to him experience in the war overseas that came 
to but few—few who lived to return home. Under 
a l the known rules of human endurance and suf­ 
fering. Corporal Jack Fisher’s body should have 
been left in a field where poppies grow. 
The 
Moly of his wounding and sickness that after 
eleven years fought dead; to him seems unbeliev­ 
able. 
How any human being could have gone 
through what he went through passes understand­ 
ing. The loss of blood from a shattered leg alone 
would have killed an ordinary soldier. 
Added to 
that while he lay unconscious came drat terrible 
scourge of die World war—gas—to seer his lungs 
and scorch die lining of his stomach. 
Then in­ 
fluenza and pneumonia. 
Jack Fisher richly deserved the decorations of 
valor that came to him. Nobody can listen to the 
stories dial are told in official records at Wash­ 
ington without a thrill of admiration for this Santa 
Ana boy who. rn mere stripling, well and strong, 
I went forth to battle for his flag and homeland. 
But no brave man deserved the shattering of 
body and the suffering that were his and the long, 
long trail that war laid out tor Jack. 
His story 
alone and the worn shell of a man lying today 
upon B bier are a cry to high heaven for peace. 
As we lower Jack into his grave, let us pledge our­ 
selves anew to carry on so long as we shall live 
rn fight to end war among civilized hitman beings. 
We pause to pay tribute to the fighting spirit 
of die American boy. 
No certainty of death in 
deafening shell or smoking streams of machine 
gun fire deter him. Reckless courage is his, with 
never a bit of hesitation when orders came to 
storm die steepest, roughest mountain. 
In spite 
of flame and deadening gas, of bathed wire and 
shrapnel, through upheavals of destruction and into 
: the face of death itself, he goes fighting, shout­ 
ing—fighting to the last drop of his red blood! 
Who won the war? 
Why, indeed, should the 
question he asked. 
Jack Fisher won the war— 
Jack Fisher and the boys like him! 
We pause at the edge of his grave to pay tribute 
to him not only for the things he did overseas. 
but for the long fight he made in the cruel years 
that have come to him since then. 
Cruel, at 
least, they seem to us who have 
watched him 
fighting off with modest cheerfulness the encroach­ 
ments of the disease that war had bequeathed to 
him. 
But if cruel to Jack, none among us ever 
hoard a whimper from him. 
Others might give 
up, but never Jack. 
Happy and contented in 
his work, for which he had talent, he came to his 
desk day after day when any other would have 
given up in despair. 
And always with a smile, 
always with a word of cheer, always planning to 
aid others who needed help. 
Only yesterday he was at the office, weak but 
doing his duty. We hailed him as was our wont, 
“How are you. Jack, this morning ?” “I’m better, 
thank you.** And the tone and manner indicated 
grit, determination, belief, and hope. 
We are 
confident that if we could speak to him this morn­ 
ing, and could ask him die same question, we 
would receive the same answer, but it would be 
more meaningful than it has ever been in the 
flesh, for he is undoubtedly better now. 
. 
Jack Fisher was faithfulness, loyalty, devotion, 
and friendliness personified, and grew steadily ie 
the hearts and lives of Arose with whom he was 
daily associated. 
No man could know him with­ 
out being enriched in his own life in relation to 
those heroic virtues that constitute true manhood. 
Ha was not only physically brave, but he was 
morally brave and intellectually honest and just, 
as was evidenced in his personal contact daily. 
and in the correction of any mistakes which his 
sensitive nature caused him sometimes to foe! 
that he may have made. 
Those who knew Jack Fisher felt for him a 
great deal more than admiration as a hero. 
Gathered about him though • there were stories 
of adventure extraordinary, it w as n ot for 
that we loved him, not at ail. 
One might be a 
hero, and yet not have about him those qualities 
of kindness and friendliness that drew affection. 
True American fighting man though he was, to­ 
day mar hearts are filled with grief and our eyes 
with tears for Jack because we loved him as our 
friend, as our pal and comrade in editorial room 
aad Legion hall. 
So, it’s good-bye Jack, old boy. 
You lived a 
great life. 
You have joined the great concourse 
of those whose lives have been given to their 
country. Well miss you more than human tongue 
can tell; well miss your smite end the warmth 
of your handshake and the warmth of your heart. 
Good-bye, Jack, and God bless you.

STOCKS UP. BONDS DOWN 


The change of attitude on die part of the in­ 
vesting public is evident from the comparative 
price level of stocks and bonds today as com­ 
pared with a year ago. 
The statistical summary 
or financial survey for die past week indicates 
diet the stock average price ranged from $241.711 
high, to $231.60 low. 
The figures a year ago 
were $177.45 high, and $173.13 low. This shows 
a rise of stock ^averages of somewhat over $60 
during the year. 
On the other hand domestic 
bond averages last week were $89.62 high, $89.4(1 
low, over against averages of a year ago of $92,35 
high, and $92.22 low. 
Jhe significance of diet change is that stocks 
are much more in demand than are bonds. 
The 
investing public which in years~past turned to seas­ 
oned bonds is now turning to common stocks. 
The reason for that is not altogether die growth 
of the speculative spirit, although diet undoubted­ 
ly enters in, but much more so die discovery 
dial the yield of common stocks, while the im­ 
mediate yield is somewhat lower.—et times con­ 
siderably lower,—is very much higher on Ae long 
pull than is the yield of bonds. 
In other words, 
the public is beginning to see that the profits 
are in common stocks and not in preferred 
scki 
and bonds. 
This is especially true of old line companies 
which have been established for many years 
Companies like U. S. Steel, National Biscuit, In­ 
ternational Harvester are so firmly rooted dial 
they grow with the country. As long as the coun­ 
try grows their business will grow. This all means 
increased earnings, which naturally goes to the 
common stockholders, and not to the holders of 
preferred stocks or bonds. 
One of the largest 
public utilities of die country two years ago sold 
at 42. 
Today, it is selling at 119. 
The annuel 
yield in the way of dividends on this stodc has 
been but $1 per share, but with stock dividends 
and splk-ups awd the natural market enhancement, 
the profit for the holder of the common stock has 
been very handsome. 
The mistake which many investors make b this 
matter is that they do not distinguish between 
seasoned and lorg-established industries and die 
mushroom industries which are always springing 
up. 
While there may be fluctuations in earnings 
from time to time in the former, their stability, 
together with their reserves, make the stock of 
these companies a reasonably safe investment 
This cannot be said for die letter, which may be 
a pure speculation. 
The former companies may 
do for the large investing public. 
The latter are 
only for those who can afford to take risks. 
The comparative figures show that the public 
is in die stock market today as it was not a year 
ago. The tendency is to put bofcds on the bargain 
counter. Yet bonds ere not less desirable than they 
were a year ago. They are still for die conserva­ 
tive investors, for the people who want a secure 
income. 
A Urge proportion of the public is in­ 
terested in stocks for the greeter ultimate yield. 
We doubt, however, whether many investors who 
have shifted from bonds to stocks are familiar 
enough with die market or with the various in­ 
dustries to profit by the change. 
In feet, ell too 
many have lost much more than they have gained,

“Every man-made organisation,* 
he thinks, “reaches a point of di­ 
minishing terms when its race for 
bigness out-speeds its ability quick­ 
ly to meet tho new conditions 
which progress Is constantly estab­ 
lishing.” .

Now 
comes "The Rotary Wheelbarrow,” 
official organ of the Santa Ana 
Rotary club "With Helpful Hints 
to th* City Council,” in which its 
editor expresses some views with 
which I can agree. 
The Wheelbarrow man suggests 
removal of the street car tracks 
on North Main street, and the

I would go on* step 
further and say that opening of a 
through street on th* east side of 
the city would tend to help elim­ 
inate some of the unpleasant fea­ 
tures of attempt to get Into Santa 
Ana most any day and particu­ 
larly a t times of holidays when 
traffic is unusually heavy. Prob­ 
ably th* opening of Grand ave­ 
nue on a straight alignment from 
th* north to tho south city limits 
would oqffer tho avenue for the 
oast. 
This street oould be con 
verted 
into a 
main 
north and 
south thoroughfare at last cost, 
Perhaps, than would obtain on any 
other street on the east side. This 
Is a suggestion to th* "eastslders. 
Here’s p ie Wheelbarrow 
article 
that has aroused my interest: 
"Our 
city 
council 
has 
heavy 
problems to consider. 
Since it Is 
our city as well as theirs, let’s 
help them with good advice.

Automobiles may soon be run by 
grape juice lf a plan originated by 
Salvatore Castorlna chemist, la ap­ 
proved by the federal government 
Castorlna who operates a grape 
by-product ranch a t La Fourcade 
near Ontario, Calif.,, said he has dis­ 
covered a formula for the produc­ 
tion of the '‘punch" for high com­ 
pression gasoline In keep with the 
trend of modern motor construc­ 
tion. 
The chemist said the Stand rd Oil 
Company of Indian» through its 
Paclfio coast distributor, Clarence 
EL Condon, had contracted for de­ 
livery of all by-products manufac­ 
tured at his plant during the next 
five years. 
The oil company, he revealed, 
plans immediate production of ethyl 
gasoline and requires a large sup­ 
ply of Industrial alcohol for 
the 
manufacture of the high compres­ 
sion compound. 
Castorina's process, is the utiliz­ 
ation of every part of the grape, 
including the 
pruning from 
the 
vines. 
In addition to the alcohol, the 
company will take over the distri­ 
bution of the chemical 
products, 
cream of tartar, potash, tartaric, 
acid, charcoals, grapeseed oil, fer­ 
tilizer and chicken feed. 
Application has been made to the 
government for a permit to allow 
the chemical company to 
manu­ 
facture the quantity of alcohol re­ 
quired under the terms of the con­ 
tract. lf the permit is granted the 
company will spend 6100,000 for the 
immediate purchase of new equip­ 
ment, according to Castorlna.

It the guest neglects to 
do so the courts have decided that 
Ouch guest Is precluded from col­ 
lecting damages from the driver 
because od his own contributory 


negligence. In a recent ease a court 
has held: 
"It la the duty of an automobile 
passenger who, in the exercise of 
such due and ordinary care as 
would be exercised by a reasonably 
prudent and cautious man, sees or 
should see that the driver Is neg­ 
ligent, to warn, caution or attempt 
to persuade him from his negligent 
conduct, lf a reasonably prudent 
and cautious man in the exercise 
of such care would have done so 
under the 
same 
circumstances, 
and a passenger or guest who, In 
the exercise of ordinary care, for 
his own safety, observes that the 
driver is going at an excessive 
speed, or that he is not obeying 
the law of the road or traffic 
regulations, and who fails to pro­ 
test against or prevent such meth­ 
ods of driving, may be guilty of 
negligence 
precluding 
recovery 
against a third person for Injuries 
from a traffic accident" 
It has also been held by other 
courts that a policeman off duty 
and riding in an automobile a s a 
guest w as guilty of contributory 
negligence in remaining silent and 
permitting an automobile driver to 
drive at an awful rate of speed. 
He was denied damages against 
the driver for personal injuries re­ 
ceived wheu a collision occurred.

SACRAMENTO, March 2.—Cell - 
fornia’s program of providing sc i' 
«ntlfically trrlned farmers for the 
future has received substantial on* 
dorsement from Undo Sam. 
The federal government has an­ 
nounced the appropriation of $28,- 
000 for the next five years as ad­ 
ditional aid in providing agricul­ 
tural teachers in high schools of 
the state. 
This will give the state approxi­ 
mately $4500 a year tat addition to 
the annual sum of $68,090 bow re­ 
ceived from the government, said 
Julian A. McPbee, chief of the d i­ 
vision of agricultural education. As 
the money must be matched by the 
State, a bill will be introduced at 
th e present legislative session to 
m eet th# Increase.

The experience during the past 
20 years has been that a small 
crop brings a larger total return 
than a large crop, other things such 
as Imports and tem paratursa be­

The principal reason 
for this is that toe demand for 
lemons is relatively inelastic. Wuk 
a given demand situation a mater­ 
ial decline to price Is necessary ta 
ender to dispose of * surplus be­ 
cause consumption does not re­ 
spond promptly to a lowering 
price. On the other hand, a oms- 
parti valy small shortage to amply 
will cause prices to rim rapidly be­ 
cause such a rise does not great­ 
ly retard consumption."

SACRAMENTO, March I.—Cali­ 
fornia's "Little Boulder darn," the 
$70,000.000 . Kennett reservoir in 
' Shasta oounty, ; ^ virtually assured 
of construction. 
As important ax Kennett , dam 
Itself, because It assures the tieh 
agricultural lands of lower San 
Joaquin valley an adequate flow 
of water tor irrigation, is the pro­ 
ject to transfer surplus water from 
Sacramento to San Joaquin rivers- 
This consists of a series of dams, 
pumping plants, aqueducts and 
Muses. 
AU interested persons and agen­ 
cies are agreed upon these two 
projects, the water commission re­ 
ported, including Governor Young 
and the state department of pub- 
Ho works. 
It is likely that the commission 
Will recommend that the state em­ 
bark at once upon the construc­ 
tion work, leaving out for the pres­ 
ent the $60,000,000 salt water bar­ 
rier at Army point The commis­ 
sion approves of the Folsom dam 
project upon the American river, 
and It 'believes that this dam, to­ 
gether with Kennett will serve tc 
relieve the encroachment of salt 
water upon farm lands of the 
delta. 
The 
Kennett 
dam would he 
erected to a height of 420 feet, pro­ 
viding a reservoir of 2,940,000 acre 
feet The etate-owned power plant 
would have 275,000 kilovolt-amperes 
capacity with a potential output of 
1,217,400,000 kilowatt hours a year. 
The reservoir would flood 23,000 
acres of land, Including the main 
line of the Southern Pacific com­ 
pany and a portion of toe state 
highway. 
The power plant would he owned 
by the state, th# courintssion be­ 
lieves, power to be sold vt the, 
switch on contract», to be made 
with the highest bidder .before foe 
dam and power house a.% erected. 
The contract would provide for 
allotment to the state at sale price 
•ad transmission costs, as much, 
power as wlU be requited for the 
San Joaquin valley pump #*ystem, 
or any other state water projects 
requiring electric anergy. 


In its campaign to improve grain 
varieties to the stats airt to de­ 
termine varieties. bast adapted to 
various localities, toe University of 
California agricultural extension 
servioo has in the past , torso years 
conducted 117 sets vt rod-row teat 
plots in 17 counties of tho state.

Car lot shipment of peas, which 
should have started February I in 
Imperial valley and on the coast, 
has been retarded by the frost and 
shipping will probably not start 
until March IO. 
Cauliflower 
shipments are be­ 
ginning to decrease in Alameda 
and Hanta Clara counties, but in­ 
creasing In the Salinas and Santa 
Maria districts. 
Large reductions in the number 
of acres planted for early pota­ 
toes has been noted throughout the 
state, particularly 
in 
Riverside, 
Monterey, Kern, Tulare, San Ma­ 
teo and Los Angeles counties. The 
condition of the crop is estimated 
at SO per cent normal.

NDUSTRY is expanding and rolling up new 
production records as both domestic and 
foreign consumption of our goods increase. 
Many believe that our era of mass production 
has only begun. 
If industry has had anyone resembling a phy­ 
sician in the last eight years the man has been 
Herbert Hoover and the support of manufac­ 
turers and business men was the most important 
single factor in his election. 
In other words. Hoover has been elected as 
the “big prosperity man,’’ and his main job will 
be to keep profits and wages high and boost 
them if possible. 
Business is good at the moment and there is 
no great fear of any slump. 
Nevertheless, 
there are problems besides that of agriculture 
to show that prosperity is not universal. 
The 
coal mines and the textile mills, especially. 
Whether Hoover has any particular plan for 
revival of either or both these industries has 
yet to be revealed. 
They may need drastic 
surgery. 
Secretary of Labor James J. Davis said re­ 
cently in an unusually frank moment that 86 
per cent of the American people are poor. He 


gave no estimate of the percentage of the job­ 
less, but there are insects in our prosperity oint­ 
ment, even assuming that business conditions 
continue as good or better for an indefinite 
period. 
It is a fact that business conditions can be 
excellent in the face of a record volume of un­ 
employment 
That was the case a year ago. 
There are various causes for periods of wide­ 
spread unemployment, and probably the most 
serious is the constant replacement of men by 
machinery. 
This has been going on in both factories and 
farms. 
Producing organizations have been able 
to multiply production while slashing working 
forces. 
Some eminent economists predict that in 
a few years we will be faced by a stagger-

ing unemployment problem unless something

GRICULTURE!, however, furnishes the 
problem with which Hoover and Con­ 
gress must wrestle shortly after he takes 
office. 
Hoover has so firmly opposed the McNary- 
Haugen bill that it is too early to predict the 
nature of the compromise which will be reached 
at the forthcoming special session of Congress. 
The essence of the problem is how to put the 
American farmer on a fair basis with American 
industry and labor, controlling the price of his 
commodities despite surplusage, so that the rest 
of the world will be unable to set his domestic 
prices any more than it determines those of the 
tariff-protected manufacturer. 
W ith surpluses in the principal crops, higher 
tariffs do no good to the raisers of those crops. 
There are many minor crops where higher du­ 
ties would enrich producers, but theirs isn’t the 
f 
troblem which has bothered Congress for the 
ast few years. 
Tariff revision will be considered at the spe­ 
cial session along with farm relief. 
Nearly 
everyone who produces anything seems to have 
been in Washington lately demanding higher 
duties. 
Higher tariffs mean higher prices where 
they are effective. 
W hat Hoover thinks about 
the present uproar of protection seekers has not 
been disclosed, though the protective tariff sys­ 
tem has his unqualified endorsement. 
The prohibition question was far from set­ 
tled by the election. 
Rather it seems to have 
been revived as a national issue. 
There are 
now two main angles to the problem: 
1. 
Whether the present liquor laws ought 
to be maintained and enforced. 
2. 
Whether their enforcement is possible. 
Co-operation between the executive, legisla­ 
tive and judicial branches of the federal gov­ 
ernment could unquestionably obtain a better 
brand of enforcement if there were a sincere 
determination to have it 
Whether Hoover will undertake to do more 
toward enforcement than Coolidge has done re­ 
mains to be seen. 
His promise to appoint a 
commission to study die question demonstrated 
his interest and constituted an admission that 
the present situation is unsatisfactory. 
A 


S far back as 1924 Hoover went on rec­ 
ord in favor of administrative reorgani­ 
zation of the government, and presumably 
he plans to attend to that 
There is consider­ 
able overlapping of bureaus in Washington, and 
a regrouping of government agencies according 
to their major purposes is needed. 
There will 
be widespread resistance from government offi­ 
cials, 
accompanied 
by 
much 
propaganda, 
against any drastic program of regrouping. 
In the political field Hoover ought to have 
clear sailing. 
He does not owe his election to 
any particular group, aside from the allegiance 
of any Republican president to American busi­ 
ness interests. 
He need not pay too much at­ 
tention to the politicians of his own party, be­ 
cause his renomination in 1932 will in all prob­ 
ability be assured. 
Thus his main job is to strengthen the party 
where it needs strengthening, through manipu­ 
lation of the patronage power and other favors. 
And, considering the election returns, the party 
may not need so much strengthening, at that 
It is only natural that Hoover hopes to build 
up the Republican party in the hitherto solidly 
Democratic south, especially in the states which 
voted for him last November. 
Meanwhile, under the new president a dif­ 
ferent type of president— the country will see 
the rise of new leaders within the party. 


But the Tory government, with such men 
as Churchill and Birkenhead, allowed that pol­ 
icy to lapse. 
Friends of peao in both coun­ 
tries have had reason to be glad that the in­ 
efficient Tories have been sufficiently discredited 
to permit hope for a new government of Lib­ 
erals and Laborites. 
With a new cabinet in Britain there is rea­ 
son to believe that future negotiations concern­ 
ing arms limitation will have a far greater 
chance of success, and so make easier of solu­ 
tion one of the principal international problems 
confronting the Hoover administration. 
Trade competition naturally will continue. 
But Hoover’s contention is th^t expansion of 
American foreign trade need not injure Brit­ 
ain; in fact, he holds that it is important to us 
that Britain should not be economically crippled 
and that the more prosperous she is— and all 
other countries as well— the better for every­ 
body. 


retary of the Treasury Mellon. 
Whether Hoover’s views have since been 
modified is not known, but it is reasonable to 
believe that he does not now favor further can­ 
cellation. 
On the other hand, the French par­ 
liament has not yet ratified the Mellon-Beren- 
ger agreement. 
And British feeling over the 
prospect of paying us $180,000,000 annually 
for the next 62 years has been made quite clear, 
despite our concessions in the consummated 
funding agreement with her. 
Further discussion of the debt question would 
be superfluous here pending the outcome of the 
reparations conference. 
But it is worth point­ 
ing out that if Hoover is brought to agree to 
further cancellation he is extremely likely to 
demand that we trade with the Allied govern­ 
ments. 
The main excuse for such cancellation would 
be its beneficial effect on the world’s economic 
welfare. 
Hoover may demand that in return 
for our contribution to that welfare Europe 
make a similar contribution. 
A reduction in 
British naval or French military expenditures 
at this time would make payment of the debt 
as it stands comparatively simple. 
Hoover has consistently opposed foreign 
loans which would be used for military pur­ 
poses. 
In effect, American money is support­ 
ing the British navy and the French military 
hegemony in Europe. 
Our dollars can’t be 
tagged. 
If we lend $50,000,000 to a nation 
which applies the money to peaceful expenses 
and takes another $50,000,000 from her treas­ 
ury to buy guns and battleships, we might as 
well be lending money for military purposes.

Accordingly, Bellini set to work 
t a "Blanca s Fernando," brought 
out before tbs Neopolitans in 1828, 
with fair success. 
Unde? Barbara's encouragement, 
Bellini next produced "La Pirata,' 
his first really overwhelming op­ 
eratic success. 
Rapidly acknowl­ 
edged to bd outstanding in various 
European centers, where it was 
played, this opera brought much 
praise and honor to its composer, 
then but 28 years of age. 
A brief period of ill-fortune fol­ 
lowed on the heels of this brilliant 
success. 
"La Strainers.” was per­ 
formed at Milan In 1828, creating 
rather an indifferent Impression, 
while "Zaire," 
brought 
out at 
Parm a In 1829, was a failure. 
Fortune again brightened for the 
energetic young composer. Utilis­ 
ing a libretto prepared by Romani, 
chief of modern Italian librettists, 
Bellini brought out his master» 
piece 
"La Sonnambula" 
a t La 
Beala In Milan in ISIL 
This opera quickly found favor 
throughout music centers of Eu- 
moeting with especially great 
In England, where It con­ 
tinues to remain one of the most 
popular of Italian operas, being 
often played in London. 
It was 
also produced in an English vers­ 
ion, a novel innovation still height- 
snlng Its popularity. 
'"La Sonnambula” portrayed ad- 


laymen and musiciens alike. 
The title role of “La Sonnam­ 
bula” was soon made famous by 
Mme. 
Adelina 
Patti 
and 
Mile. 
Emma Albani, both singers mak­ 
ing their English operatic debut 
in this role. 
The following year, 1882, Bellini 
produced his well loved “Norma” 
at La Seala of Milan. This tragic, 
or serious 
opera, 
replete with 
dramatic pathos, and a favorite 
with muslc-lovert, was also char­ 
acterised by gems of melodic love­ 
liness. 
Founded on 
a 
French 
tragedy of the same name by 
Soumet, with the libretto again 
written by Romani, "Norma" deals 
with the misfortunes of woman­ 
hood betrayed, this eternal theme 
a universal favorite with opera 
composers. 
In 1831, Bellini's "Beatrice di 
Tenda” was brought out in Venice, 
and In London three years later, 
though it did not score much of 
an impression. 
Through 
influence of Rossini, 
famous contemporary Italian op 
era composer, 
Bellini 
went to 
Paris in 1834, where he was en­ 
gaged to write an opera for the 
Italian theatre In the French cen­ 
ter. The composer, now 82, wrote 
"I Puritani,” unknowing It would 
be his last work. 
Though founded on a vague and 
dull libretto, this opera has since 
enjoyed many successful seasons 
in England and America. 
Ever Intensely, feverishly en­ 
ergetic continually consumed with 
ambition, 
throughout 
Bellini’s 
brief but eventful Ufo, music was 
his religion, his Ideal, his first and 
last love. 
Wasting illness now laid a sin­ 
ister hand upon Bellini’s restless, 
migh-spirited Latin temperament, 
relentlessly numbering him among 
so many brill iant creative artists 
thirties. 
Bellini's 
patting 
near 
claimed by death in their early 
Paris, September 28, 1835, was 
followed by aa Impressive burial 
in Pere LaChaise, famous Parisian 
cemetery.

By ELEANOR YOUNG ELLIOTT 
While familiar in a general way 
with the fact that Alice Feasen 
don Peterson (Mrs. B. D. Peter 
son) of Laguna Beach, formerly of 
Santa Ana. has been giving ber at 
tendon more and more to literary 
work, few of the many friends of 
the talented woman 
have been 
aware of tho wide scope of that 
work, and of the recognition that 
Is being given her, especially as a 
writer along semi-scientific lines- 
It will therefore be of warm in­ 
terest to them to learn that o book 
from her pen is not only on the 
press, but that at present, all her 
time la taken up with writing a 
foreword to the book, and with a 
revision of the proof sheets which 
have been sent ber for any final 
corrections.

"Joltta of the Jungle” was first 
brought out In serial form In a 
church magazine for young peo­ 
ple, "The Torchbearer,” where It 
attracted the attention of the pub­ 
lishers.

Queen Cleopatra by Talbot Mud 
dy, published by Bobbs Merrill Co. 
Two 
protagonists occupy the 
stage of this historical novel of 
Cleopatra and Julius Caesar. The 
Cleapatra conceived by this author 
is not the licentious, cruel woman of 
many writers but a great Queen, 
that pure 
Greek marvel 
which 
emerges from Welgall’s researches. 
Today when, as seldom before, sex­ 
uality Is dwelt upon In literary as­ 
pirations It is refreshing and fas 
cinattng to havo presented to us the 
most infamous woman of history as 
wise and purposeful; not wise for 
the purpose of seduction but to save 
and preserve and reinstate her be 
loved Egypt 
Cleopatra has fired tim Imagina­ 
tion of Talbot Mundy. B ut his Cleo­ 
patra has all the w it of John Ere- 
klne’s Helen and the charm of the 
dictator’* wife in th* 
“Road 
to 
Rome.” Mundy*s Queen Is more than 
the two combined, tan Is courag­ 
eous, royal, tactful, intellectual, au 
devious, restrained. She never sur­ 
renders completely to Caesar, nor 
he to her. Throughout each Is tak­ 
ing the measure of til* other. The 
while they consult and plan togeth­ 
er the destiny of Rome M d Egypt, 
and love each other, their portrayal 
is too genuinely conceived to be 
merely paseion. The love affair of 
Cleapatra and Caesar Is subordinat­ 
ed to the intellectual interest of 
Caesar In Cleopatra and Cleopatra’s 
machinations for Egypt, Cleopatra 
held Caesar through her sagacity. 
There is a careful attention to de­ 
tail, a presentation of the pageantry 
and mystery of Rome and Alexan- 
tria of the period which merits 
careful reading. The two mighty 
capitals are the scene of tho draVna 
which is played. Alexandria, 
the 
marble city, with her wonderful har­ 
bor and great watch tower, 
bm 
palaces and temples, 
her 
Jews' 
quarter, her women of tho WSH, ber 
riots, her free feasts, her wild night 
life, are a dream of opulence and 
wealth. Rome on the other hand, 
mistress of tho world a1 moat, but 
not worth buying, with her smells 
and senators, her narrow streets 
and narrower men, her malaria, her 
brick temples, her parvenus. 
The 
author describes It thus: "Drunken 
men were lying In the gutters, with 
pigs and fowls sad mangy dogs In­ 
vestigating them for pickings. They 
avoided n o n than one corpse, pro­ 
duct of a midnight brawl, not yet 
stripped 
and 
tossed 
Into 
the 
sewer (to ssvo trouble) 
by 
the 
slaves of the municlpallum. The 
drinking booths war* opening and 
sleepy slaves w ert measuring out 
wine to legionaries home on leave 
and to all the olla-podrida of mean 
humanity that had excuse or 
in­ 
clination to exist in Rome. Beggere 
everywhere maimed and starving, 
begging the lees of wlne-cups or 
disputing with the dogs for leavings 
from the tavern 
meals—veterans 
most of them, many laying bare 
the scars of honorable wounds for 
trot to see and pity." 
The style of the book Is digni­ 
fied, lacking entirely the debasing 
intimacy which 
sometimes 
des­ 
troys th* realism of an historical 
novel

Much wisdom exudes from Cleo­ 
patra adding to the substance of 
the book. She Is a great woman. It 
Is the fashion today to tear down 
our heroes from their pinacles and 
contrariwise here we have 
Cleo­ 
patra elevated. Such an effort would 
in Itself bo interesting but in this 
case It Is fascinating because It is so 
successfuL 
Tho really excellent pictures cf 
Roman and Egyptian life of the 
times deserves reiterated emphasis. 
There are chariot races, barge voy­ 
ages on tho Nile, royal audiences, 
visits to priests and street soenee 
which are excellent reading for 
students of ancient history. Furth­ 
ermore they are woven Into 
the 
story naturally—with rara skill and 
ease» The book Is decidedly worth 
the time of reading; 
Peder Victorious, O. XL Rolvaag, 
published by Harper St Brothers. 
Peder Victorious Is a story deal­ 
ing with the life and hardships of 
the children of pioneer Norwegian 
immigrants, whoso struggles with 
the forces of nature In an unbrok­ 
en wilderness ar* so graphically 
portrayed In the author’s first vol­ 
ume "Giants of tho Earth.’* 
Peder, his brothers and 
sisters 
live in a transplanted Norwegian 
atmosphere, they speak and think in 
Norwegian, their friends and asso­ 
ciates, so far as they can determine 
them are Norwegian, 
and 
even 
God" is excused for calling Pederis 
tother to his heavenly home 
be­ 
cause he too must bo Norwegian 
and perhaps was watching that lit­ 
tle country at tho very time his 
tother met his death. 
Children however, tako to 
new 
ways sud manners 
mors readily 
than their alders and a 
conflict 
with the elders and their Norwegian 
learning and tho children who have 
Imbibed the American spirit In the 
publie schools Is Inevitable. 
Tbs 
parents object to the use of Eng 
lirti because they cannot participate 
In the conversation, tho 
children 
object to Norwegian because they 
do not wish to bo singled out be­ 
cause of their foreign accent This 
clash of rival tongues for complete 
dominance la a losing one for the 
immigrants. Finally even the min 
tater dares to ask "blessings" in tho 
English for food prepared according 
to Norwegian custom. Tho struggle 
ta both humorous and pathetic. 
Gradually the children grow up and 
marry whom they choose. 
Peder, 
who a t one time aspiree to become 
Lutheran minister, 
marries 
a 
Russian Catholic. Tho mother vast 
ly more tolerant than any person 
she had ever met In her youth gives 
her blessing. 
Ne one in the novel struggles for 
any social idea, there are no lights 
of glory to which a hero aspires— 
It is simply a novel of the life of 
pioneer children and those familiar 
with tho Americanisation of pio­ 
neers of whatever nationality will 
find the volume much that is im­ 
pressive and entertaining, 
Lily Christine, by Michael Arlen, 
published by Doubledty, Doran A 
Co. 
It Is truly remarkable tho audio- 
ity with which Michael Arlen builds 
tho pedestal of his heroine on a 
foundation of discretion. 
If Lily 
Christine Somerset had not been 
so foolishly indiscreet as to remain 
overnight in the country home of a 
aum whose wife was absent and 
boing in a measure forced to do 
that had not asked tho man, Har­ 
vey. to come In her bedroom and 
light her cigarette for her and if 
sh* had not ben in th* habit of 
receiving her guests, alen and wo­ 
men, singly end in groups In bur 
bedroom tbs wily woman who en­ 
meshed her husband tho sportsman 
Lord Somerset would not havo 
found matters so ready to her band 
to force Lord Somerset to divorce 
his wife and charge collusion with 
Harvey, Instead of tho usual re­ 
verse action of letting Lily Chris­ 
tine grant him a divorce. 
But the particular indiscretions 
et Lily Christine are probably ir­ 
relevant If «he had not done those 
particular things, and however cir­ 
cumspect she might have been, evi­ 
dence of some sort would have 
been trump* up against her to 
serve her husband In his dlvoro* 
action. 
Tho point that troubled 
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Lily Christine was that her friends 
became irfvohred in her affairs to 
au extent where they were to be 
made to suffer. She coul$ not for 
give her erring husband for that’ 
and Mio did her utmost to try to 
go to clear them. 
She was suc­ 
cessful, tragically. 
In Idly Christine, Michael Arlen 
set about creating an admirable 
heroine. 
Things have been said 
about his being ill and the result 
being a new vision, whether as a 
sap to those who did not like “The 
Green Hat” or to tease tho admir­ 
ers of tho ones who liked "The 
Green H at” to taste this new 
book, Is a question. 
Anyhow, he 
has -created a noble woman in Lily 
Christine. 
The U fo of George Chaffer, by 
J. A. Alexander, published by the 
MacMillan company. 
This life of George Chaffer, for­ 
mer resident of Riverside and one 
of the founders of Etlwanda and 
Ontario, reviews the colonization 
and 
irrigation 
activities of Mr. 
Chaffey In California and Austra­ 
lia. ^Mr. Alexander, an Australian 
newspaper man, came to California 
aboil* a year ago to secure date 
for this biography. 
It was from Riverside that the 
Chaffeys, George Chaffey sr. and 
his son, William B» Chaffey, who 
late? became associated with his 
brother, George Chaffer, in the 
colonization projects In California 
and Australia, began their colon­ 
isation projects. 
In 1880 George 
Cbaffey jr. joined his tother and 
brother I nRiverside and it was 
there that he received the Inspira­ 
tion for bls vast irrigation activi­ 
ties whfoh made the desert of the 
Imperial valley and other deserts 
In far away Australia "blossom aa 
tho rose.” 
Mr. Alexander says In describing 
■Riverside as It must have im­ 
pressed Chaffey: 
"Riverside, which lies on the 
eest bank of the Santa Ana river, 
about IO miles from Joe Angeles, 
was 60 years ago a att.*--* exam­ 
ple of the socialising power of Ir­ 
rigation. 
Even Australians with 
their high standards of living can­ 
not realise the .social progress of 
Riverside until they have seen for 
themselves Its charming homes, 
owned by small farmers, working 
IO to 40 sere irrigated orchards, 
and h*y# drunk In the shaded

beauty of Victoria and Magnolia 
avenuea 
Ona m ust sea Riverside 
to credit Its Incredibly high stand,- 
ard of comfort for all. 
Theta ara 
no mean streets, no Shabby homos, 
no ill-nourlkhed children 
community. 
“Bo, in the Riverside of «HO, 
crude as It was by comparison 
with the city beautiful of today, 
George Chaffey saw around him 
ample evidence that irrigation, a 
process involving intense settle­ 
ment, • solved one of tho greatest 
problems of rural Ufa." 
A large part of tho book Is de­ 
voted to tho Chaffers* achieve­ 
ments In Australia 
where .they 
went In USO and though they are 
not as interesting to Californians 
as tho chapters dealing with their 
activities In tills stats, yet they 
are important and Interesting from 
tho standpoint of general engineer 
log development. 
* 
In 1897 George Chaffey pdam ed 
from Australia to Callforpt^xiid a 
little later he* became interested 
in the Imperial valley. He directed 
the building of the first 
into the valley and for a tim* was 
the president of the California De­ 
velopment' company and It was 
at that tim* that he had a contro­ 
versy 
with 
President 
Roosevelt 
about conditions In Importai val­ 
ley. 
Some of tho relevant corres­ 
pondence between Roosevelt end 
Cbaffey ta included in the book. 
Even closer in Interest to us Is 
the later activity of Mr. Chaffey 
in developing tho Bast Whittier- 
La Habra section. He appreciated 
the possibility of hydro-electrie de­ 
velopments on the Sierras and ac­ 
quired Owens valley rights which 
he sold to Los Angeles. His plans 
there were later completed by the 
Southern Sierras Power company. 
. Mr.: Chaffey, who to new living 
In Los Angeles, to 81 years of ago, 
though still very active. 
Tho book, while It to not of the 
popular nature, win bo appreciated 
by those who sense tho importance 
of knowing tho history of develop­ 
ment in our own section of tho 
world. 
It was noted In the pub­ 
lic library notes last week among 
the new books there; It Is also In 
tho Orange county library, though 
It to an Interesting addition to a 
Californian's library.
